packet. 
' Management,—lby the last packet you were informed of the formation of 
the new board, in virtue of the power of attorney, and the instructions from 
the court of directors, both dated Loudon, the 2nd December, 1835, and it is 
now my duty to inform the court of directors of its dissolution on the 22nd 
ult., by the formal resignatiou of office made on that day by Mr. George 
O'Gorman. I should have been glad if Mr. O'Gorman could have been per- 
suaded upon to remain in the raanagement ; at all events, watil such time as 1 
could have made myself better acquainted with the company's affairs ; 
but unfortunately, independent of other reasons and considerations, his health 
at the present momeat is so deplorably bad, that it is doubtful whether he 
would have been able for any time to take an active part in the management, 
while bis assistance and explanations are yet within my reach. Mr. 
O'Gorman purposes meeting me at Guanaxuato, after he has visited El 
Ovo, for the purpose of giving the charge of the association's affairs over to 
me, as well as to go through the details of having the power of attorney, 
1 now hold solely, duly reeornised by the authorities, and other parties 
connected by the association at that place, But, unfortunately, I cannot at 
present say when I shall be able to leave this, as the deeper I get into 
the affairs of Zacatecas with Mr. Pakenham (on which subject I shall touch 
in a subsequent part of this letter), the more I see the necessity of remaining 
here, and following them up personally, until I succeed to place them in @ 
light and state of progress that cannot fail to secure to us the hearty ec 
operation and interposition of the British Government.

Mr. Pakenham having been convinced of 
the legality of these claims, he has forwarded them to the Mexican Government, 
with a representation which he assures me will have shortly the effect of hav- 
ing them duly acknowledged and admitted, which being accomplished, he 
will then urwe the final liquidation. 

We have further presented another memorial, dated the 30th April, to Mr. 
Pakenham, respecting the oppression experienced by the association at the 
hands of the leeal authorities of Zacatecas, and of their iniquitous proceed - 
ings in respect of the allegations and pretensions of the owners of the mine
